Devastating Preshet. 

The heavy rain storm of Friday, and tie pre- 
ceding thaw, started the deep suows that ¢over- 
ed the bills and valleys, filling the gorges and 
swelling the river to an alarming exteni, Saf 
urday morning, the Kishwaukee was eight or 
ten feet shove ite usual height.
